Tax Law and not to any other 
committses set up under the 
other laws quoted by Mr. | 
Kwart, and as to whose fune- 
the Court 
opinion. 

As for the appellant's claim | 
that the evidence was scanty | 
and contradictory. the Court 
found that there were not suf- 
ficient grounds for it to inter- 
fere with the factual findings 
of the Appeals Committee.
